In reply to your letter of the 17th inst., you are informed that the box containing the assay 
coins for the 4th quarter of 1887, had the value of the coins marked thereon ($8,791.20) when 
shipped, and was forwarded as treasure, whereas the two boxes containing dies were forwarded 
as freight, and the receipts signed for them would clearly slow the distinction. 


The box containing the assay coins was a new one, the two containing dies showed 
previous use, having been sent from your Mint with dies. Our carpenter states that the larger of 
the boxes namely in your letter, the one 25 inches long, 11 34 inches wide and 9 % inches deep, 
was the box made by him for the assay coins.
